Again, ctocs training for conflict not 
develop men physically and spiritu- 
ally up lo the highest pitch ot which 
mankind Is capable-.* It l spend one 
night a week shouldering a musket and 
forming sixes and sevens \kith the 
McOIII C.O.T.O., am I not learning a 
dlsciplUié whidh Will strengthen me 
to fao6 all dmergenclcs calmly, and to 
kill more *ftlclently than yOu Who are 
not so trained? After all, the é.tpres- 
sion ot power and foree is man's high 
IdeSl. When «oldlers are In action on 
the battlefield, they are most thor- 
oughly cleansed by this fine stem 
purgative of struggle ttotn the dross 
and indolence of ordinary citizenship. 
Vn« destniollon and vtolalton of land, 
buildings and men ând^a-dmén are a 
hecéwary, cbneontltartt (of doubtful 
Unpleasantness) of the anvil strokes 
that mould the steel of men. War is 
never a reversion to beetiality. but al- 
ways an expression of the highest Ai- 
velopmont of the true Values of lite 
It Is Impoiwiblc lo oonciclvo how paci- 
fists can «)bjeet to this truest; and 
finest of «ports, nitd national achieve
